REAGHED IN EAST 


Japan and China Agree 
On Principles for End of 
“wer.” 


SHANGHAI, March 21.—(#)—Chi- 
nese and Japanese negotiators reached 
a basis for peace today, after long 
parleys here, while League of Nations 
investigators viewed the scars of re- 
cent battle between the two forces. 

Members of the League's commis- 
sion of inquiry returned, grimy and 
weary, from an all-day tour of the bat- 
tlefields. They found the rival dis- 
putants ready for a formal peace con- 
ference, scheduled to begin Wednes- 
day. 

Quo Tai-chi, representing China, 
said the terms on which the two sides 
apparently agreed provided: 

1. The Chinese troops would remain 
where they now are, about 20 miles 
west of Shanghai. 

2. The Japanese troops would with- 
draw according to a fixed program not 
yet announced. 

3. A joint commission, including 
representatives of neutral powers, 
would oversee the execution of the 
foregoing conditions. 

The 5 Menten having done some 
house-cleaning since the enemy retired, 
showed the commissioners over the 
late front. Five Chinese civilians, in- 
cluding Dr. Wellington Koo, former 
foreign minister of China, went along. 

All the inspectors saw were ruins. 

While they were at Kiangwan, 
where a little band of Chinese ma- 
chine gunners long held out against 
the Japanese attack, a Japanese 
courier dashed up with word that 
three Chinese snipers had just wound- 
ed a Japanese major in another sec- 
tion of the village.

NEW YORK, March 21.—(4)— Re- 
percussions of a political pow-wow in 
a New York millionaire’s “tiger room” 
during the 1928 presidential campaign, 
nt which nine friends of Alfred E. 
Smith signed a blanket note for $225.,- 
000, will be heard in supreme court 
next month. 

Two of the nine—Timothy J. Mara, 
sports promoter, and Patrick F. Ken- 
ny, Yonkers contractor—are involved 
in court actions growing out of the 
conference. 

Both charge they signed the blanket 
note, and later individual ones, to 
cover up illegal contributions to 
Smith’s campaign fund, on the prom- 
ise they would never have to pay. 

The case in which Mara is a de- 
fendant today was put on the reserve 
calendar for April 1, after a request 
had been made for a jury trial. 

The County Trust Company, which 
advanced the money on the notes, is 
suing Kenny for $20,000 and Mara 
for $50,000, the amounts they signed 
for. Former Governor Smith is now 
chairman of the bank’s board and 
John J. Raskob, chairman of the dem- 
ocratic national committee, is a direc- 
tor. 

United States Attorney George Z. 
Medalie said he had informally con- 
sidered the charge made by Kenny 
that the corrupt practices act had 
been violated by the bank, but had 
not decided whether to make a formal 
inquiry. 

The Mara suit cropped up today 
when counsel for the bank made a mo- 
tion to vacate a previous court osder 
whereby the sports promoter was to 
be permitted to examine Orie R. Kelly, 
president of the County Trust Com- 
pany.

tire life to cultural, artistic and edu- 
cational enterprises, and was a tire- 
less worker in religious circles as 
well. ' 

It was through her unselfish efforts 
and personal contribution that, Atlan- 
ta was given its first museum of 
art, known today as the High Museum 


of Art, and one of the most complete | 


displays of paintings and sculpture in 
the south are the outgrowth of Mrs. 
High’s gift to Atlanta in 1926. 

Mrs. High was in her sixty-ninth 
year at the time of her death. Born 
in Campbell county, Georgia, she was 
a popular belle of the post-war era. 
and as Harriet Wilson, was married 
in 1882 to Joseph Madison High, in 
Atlanta, where the couple resided un- 
til Mr. High's death in 1907. 

Shortly after her marriage Mrs. 
High became one of the most promi- 
nent members of Atlanta society, in 
which she soon took a principal part 
in organizing various social and pa- 
triotic groups. She organized the 
G;eorgia Society of the Daughters, 
Founders and Patriots of America, of 
which she was honorary life president. 
She was a member of the Colonial 
Dames, the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution and the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. 

When the United States entered the 
World War, Mrs. High became active- 
ly engaged in Red Cross work, and in 
addition to her efforts to make life 
easier for the newly-recruited citizen- 
soldiers, she made generous contribu- 
tions in money to all branches of war 
endeavor. 


Her unflagging interest in cultural 
development of Atlanta led her to do 


many things that addéd materially to 
the city’s reputation as an art-lov- 
ing center. An ardent admirer of 
Alexander. H. Stephens, the vice presi- 
dent of the Confederate States of 
America, Mrs. High commissioned 
Gutzon Borglum, the noted sculptor, 
to strike Stephens’ likeness in mar- 


ble, and it was through her efforts 


that the finished statue was given a 
niche in Statuary hall in the national 
capitol at Washington. Later she 
worked with equal interest to secure 
for Dr. Crawford W. Long a similar 
recognition. 

Throughout her life Mrs. High 
found time to engage herself in the 
cause of religion, and her charitable 
benefactions are so widespread and 
were made with such a degree of mod- 
esty on her part that only those inti- 
mate friends with which she was con- 
stantly encircled are aware of the ex- 
act extent of her gifts. 

In June, 1926, Mrs. High gave her 
magnificent home to the city of At- 
lanta to be used as the High Museum 
of Art, and at its formal opening, in 
October of that year, hundreds of out- 
of-town celebrities in art and cultural 
circles attended the gala display. 
Since establishing the museum, Mrs. 
High has made numerous contribu- 
tions of paintings and etatuary to 
the exhibits. 


Mrs. High was a devoted member 
of the North Avenue Presbyterian 
church, and her activity and generos- 
ity toward it has caused that church 
to stand today as a monument to her 
foresight and her faith in Atlanta and 
its spiritual attributes. 


Funeral services will be held at the 
residence, 58 Fifteenth street, N. E., 
at 3:30 o'clock Wednesday afternoon, 
the Rev. Richard Orme Flinn, pastor 
of the North Avenue Presbyterian 
church, officiating. Interment will be 
in the High family grounds in West 
View cemetery. ;

80 Per Cent of Crime. 

Aliens, including Filipinos and 
Porto Ricans, were responsible for 80 
per cent of this crime. Filipinos made 
up 60 per cent of the murderers, the 
Hawaffans came next, their quota, 
however, being proportionate to their 
large ratio of the population. The 
Japanese, 35 per cent of the popula- 
tion, made up 12 per cent of the mur- 
derers. ‘Thirteen of the murderers 
had been convicted previously, one for 
assaulting a woman. 

There were 33 prisoners convicted 
of this last offense, their average age 
being 28.5. Their average minimum 
sentence was 4.7 years, their maxi- 
mum 20.4. “One-third of crimes of 
this nature are committed by aliens, 
and@ one-third by Filipinos,” said Dr. 
Porteus. ‘“Hawalians are over-repre- 
sented in the racial quota; Japanese 
occupy a distinctly favorable  posi- 
tion.” 

Fifteen prisoners were sérving sen- 
tences for sex abuses of children un- 
der 12, and 50 per cent of crimes of 
this nature were committed by Fili- 
pinos. The average minimum sen- 
tence was 25.4 years, more severe 
than for murder. Of other sex crimes, 
53 per cent were committed by Fili- 
pinos. Hawaiians were next. 

Hawaiian Crime. 

There were 100 cases of burglary, 
the average age being 24.89 years. 
Fourteen per cent were Filipinos, 41 
per cent Hawaiians. “This is the 
distinctively Hawaiian crime,’ Dr. 
Porteus reports. Downtown at pres- 
ent there is a sign in an insurance 
company window which warns- people 
that somebody's house is robbed every 
day. That is probable true in many 
cities; it is merely interesting here 
because one does not normally as- 
sociate crime with the “paradise of 
the Pacific,’ where people always 
used to leave their doors unlocked. 

When one inquires the reason for 
the full jails in Hawaii, particularly 
in Honolulu, most men point to un- 
employment, which is directly con- 
nected by them with the educational 
system. Hawaii spends nearly a quar- 
ter of its taxes on schools. The sys- 
tem has been under quiet criticism 
for some time, quiet because to talk 
out loud about so typical an Ameri- 
can institution as the free school is 
not done. 

But there are men whs = question 
whether the présent type of education 
is best suited to the sons and daugh- 
ters of plantation workers, girls and 
boys who acquire a distaste for the 
fields and for whom there is no fu- 
ture, except in rare instances, in the 
towns, 

There is almost no industry in 
Hawaii except agriculture, the offices 
in cities have more applicants for po- 
sitions than they can possibly use.

DR. POROHOVSHIKOV 
SPEAKS ON RUSSIA 
BEFORE GYRO CLUB 


Success or failure of Russia’s five- 
year plan is a question for “ultimate 
determination” and will not be an- 
swered at the end of either the first, 
second or third five-year program, Dr. 
Pierre Porohovsbikoyv, former official 
of the ezarist regime, told the Atlanta 
Gyro Club at its monthly dinner 
meeting Monday night. 

Dr. Porohovshikov, at the time of 
the overthrow of his government in 
1916, was on a diplomatic mission to 
London, He afterwards went to 
France and has been in this country 
for six years, two of which were 
spent at the University ‘of Georgia. 
He now is a member of the Emory 
University faculty. Hinton Longino, 
Giyro Club president, presided and in- 
troduced the speaker. 

Undoubtedly, Dr. Porehovshikov 
said, colossal things are being achieved 
in Russia under the “dictatorship of 
the proletariat.” Many serious ob- 
jections, however, he said, present 
themselves for consideration. 

“We can only wish it well,” he said, 
“but God forbid we should have to 
undertake it. I do not think there 
is any danger here but it would be 
a mistake to ignore it and it is play- 
ing with fire to admire it too much. 

“George Bernard Shaw went there 
for nine days, was feted on cham- 
pagne and oysters and then told the 
‘American boobs’ what a great thing it 
is. Why, one wonders, didn’t he 
stay ?”’ 

Dr. Porohovshikov said that Stalin, 
present Russian dictator, was former- 
ly a gangster. 

“Who can tell,” he said, “whether 
Will Rogers or Al Capone wouldn't 
make a good president? If Capone 
failed, he would be another unsuccess- 
ful president; if he pulled this coun- 
try out of depression he would go 
down in history as a great man.”

And now, after all these years, Connie Mack explains why | 

he broke up his baseball team in 1914, the team which made | 

victory uninteresting. Speaking to Joe Williams, of the 1914 
series when the Braves won four straight, he said: 

Mr. Mack began to reminisce. “I wasn’t surprised that we 
were beaten,” he said. “In fact, I was somewhat surprised that we 
even won the American league championship. I don’t know 
whether you know it or not, but I quit on my team in August. 

“That was the year of the Federal league war. Practically every 
man on my team had an inviting offer to jump. Half of them 
wanted to jump, the other half seemed content. This: created a 
bad situation. The morale of the club was completely broken. 

“I was at a loss what to do about it. I finally gave up. We 
used to have daily meetings. I discontinued them. How long? 
Well, for quite a long time. One day the leaders of the two fac- 
tions came to me—the Red Sox had begun to press us pretty close 
—and asked me to resume the daily meetings. Naturally, I did. 

“It was evidence enough that all the players were determined 
to win the championship, and, of course, they did. It was a sim- 
ple trick for them—they were the best team in the league.
